They had come here 
from Roby, Chicago’s winter Guttenburg, 
where small-pox broke out about the time 
the track closed the first of the new year. 

two cases discovered at the Fair 
Grounds brought about a vigorous investiga- 
tion of all the stables there, but no symp- 
toms of the disease were found. The fact 
that smallpox was here in St. Louis caused 
the Illinois State health authorities at 
Springfield to commence an investigation 
at the Madison and East St. Louis tracks. 
Their investigation was going on when the 
Indiana State health officials quarantined 
the Roby track, where the disease first 
broke out among Western racing men. The 
Roby track was still quarantined up to 
last week, when Capt. C. W. Bellairs of 
St. Louis, whose son “Boots” is up there 
with horses, wrote him that he was still 
penned up with no chance of getting away 
until the quarantine is deci off. 

When Roby closed numerous horsemen 
and jockeys came down to Madison and soon 
after their arrival there smali-pox broke out 
right and left, especially among the negroes. 
As soon as the disease commenced to both-

WON BY JAPAN 


Wei-Hai-Wei Meets Port 
Arthur's Fate.

Its Guns Silenced After Two 
Hours’ Bombardment. 


ITS FORTS ASSAULTED BY LAND FORCES 
AND THE FLEET. 


The Japanese Can Now Move on Pekin 
by Two Routes—The Ohinese Must 
Accept the Mikado’s Terms of Peace. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 1.—Wel-Hai-Wei has 
been captured by the Japanese. The fortress 
capitulated on Wedne evening after a 
combined attack on lan d sea by the 
Japanese. 

The Chinese garrison retreated, leaving 
their dead and many of their wounded 
within the fortifications. 

Pursuing their peculiar military custom, 

the Japanese left an avenue of escape for 
the Chinese garrison, as they did at Port 
Arthur, and it is reported that the Chinese 
ships of war which were inside the harbor 
also escaped to the free waters of the Yel- 
low Sea. These ships comprise what is 
left of the once powerful Pei-Yang squad- 
ron, commanded by Admiral Ting, whose 
decapitatiorr for the loss of Port Arthur has 
been ordered by the Imperial Council at 
Pekin. * 
The battle at Wei-Hai-Wei lasted only two 
hours. One of the chain of forts, that on 
the east side of the harbor, had fallen on 
the previous day. . 

The victory was won by the Chinese 
army, which sailed from Hiroshima a few 
weeks ago and landed at Yung-Tcheng, 
east of Weil-Hai-Wei. It is commanded’ by 
Count Saigo, and is known as the Third Jap- 
anese army. It numbered fully 26,000 men, 
reckoned the best fighting force of the Em- 
pire. 

A small force of Chinese still hold the 
island of Lui-Lung-Tan, just off Wei-Hai- 
Wel, but this force will be compelled to sur- 
render if it does not succeed in escaping. 

The fall of Wei-Hai-Wei leaves but one 
important stronghold between the Japanese 
and Pekin—the forts at Taku at the mouth 
of the Pei-Ho just Tien-Tsin. But 
the Japanese may march direc on the 
Chinese capital without attacking u. 

Three Uni States warships witnessed 
the of the forts and the vic- 
tory of the Japanese.

LONDON, Feb. 1.—Count Takamki Kato, 
the Japanese Minister to Great Britain, in 
an interview to-day on the capture of Wei- 
Hai-Wei by the Japanese said: 

„Alt ough the capture of Weil-Hai-Wei is 
of great moment it is not of the first import- 
ance. The place is very isolated and the 
Mikado’s troops are really no nearer to Pe- 
kin than they were before. The great ques- 
tion now is what will the Chinese fleet do? 
The Gulf of Pechili is prac in posses- 
sion of the Japanese. N 

“Tf the Japanese commanders desire it 
there is nothing to prevent a simultaneous 
march upon Pekin from the north and from 
the south. But thé way will be long and te- 
dious, and I don’t think Pekin will be 
reached this winter. But as our object is 
not to capture Pekin, but to get the proper 
fruits of our victories, I see no reason why 
if the Chinese envoys whom Count Ito 
Hiroboumi (President of the Council of Min- 
isters) receives y present reasonable 
terms peace should not be concluded before 
the break-up of winter.“

ROTTERDAM, Feb. 1.—Capt. Gordon of 
the British steamship Crathie, which is 
generally admitted to have been the vessel 
which ran into and sank the Elbe, has 
made a statement to Lloyd's agent here 
in which he says that he was knocked 
down by the force of the collision, and 
that when he regained his feet the two ships 
were some distance apart, and the Crathie 
was so damaged that he expected her to 
sink at any moment. In spite of this, Capt. 
Gordon added, he followed the other steam- 
er, but found that she went faster than 
the Crathie, and so he thought the vessel 
he collided with was safe. 


AN OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 


The Collision was Caused by Both Ves- 
sels Keeping Their Course. 


LONDON, Feb. 1—On behalf“ of the 
Board of Trade yesterday a prelimin- 
ary inquiry was held here into the sinking 
of the Elbe. The surviving officers of that 
Steamship were questioned by the chief 
officer of the Custom Houses They said in 
substance: 

The Elbe was proceeding on south south- 
west course, down Channel, steaming about 
15 knots. When about forty-five miles off 
Tersehelling Lightship a vessel was seen 
approaching 2% points off the port bow.

STORY OF JOSEPH DILLON, WHO WAS 
WITH MANAGER NORTON. 


Dillon and Norton Were Seated Together 
When the Orash Came-Dillon Was 
Knocked Unconscious—How He and 
His Wife Were Rescued. , 


Every circumstance connected with the 
tragic end of John W. Norton seems bur- 
dened with a mysterious fatality which 
makes even those the least inclined to super- 
stitious beliefs shudder and wonder. Dur- 
ing all the years Mr. Norton had been ac- 
custamed to make trips to. New York he 
rarely if ever left on a morning train and 
that he should have done so on this fatal 
journey, after planning to leave the city two 
or three times before he finally succeeded 
in getting off, makes it all look strange, and 
now a story from Mr. Joseph P. Dillon, the 
advance representative of the Pauline Hall 
Company who was with Mr. Norton at the 
time of the accident, adds another element 
of weirdness. 

Poor Norton and 1 had been sitting in 
Section 4 for an hour or more,” says Mr. 


Dillon, in recounting the details of the ac- 
ident. We sat facing each other and my 
wife was sitting in the other end of the 
car o sections away. Norton and I were 
busy with our conversation, which was of 
a reminiscent character. John W. Norton 
was one of the brightest men I ever knew 
I think. He was brilliant and versatile, and 
was always an interesting man to talk to. 
He was feeling quite jolly, and we joked 
each other good naturedly in the way that 
theatrical men do when they are thrown 
together for a long ride. 

“It was, perhaps, twenty minutes before 
the wreck that Norton began to relate an 
uncanny tale that did not, at the time, 
strike me as singular, but in the light of 
subsequent events I can see that it was 
certainly significant. It was the story of 
a corpse that came to life again, or rather 
that was the supposition at the time. All 
of those connected with the story were 
famous, too. John T. Raymond, I remem- 

r, A part in it. The story was some- 
thing Hke this. I can’t remember Norton's 
, words except his last sen 
that t shall never forget: | 

“Years ago, when John T. Raymond wae 
in the midst of his ve career, he 
Norton were members of Ben De Bar's 
Theatrical Company, playing through the 
South. While the company was playing at 
Mobile, Ala., one of the members died and 
was laid out for burial at the Battle Hotel, 
where the company was stopping. The actor 
died in the evening and Norton and Ray- 
mond volunteered to sit up with the corpse. 
The coffin had not arrived and the body was 
lying at length as the undertaker ha re- 
pared it. About midnight Norton and y- 
mond grew sleepy and one of them sug- 
gested that they lay down on the bed in the 
room. They did so and both fell asleep. 

Some time after 1 2 Norton awoke, 
rubbed his eyes and tu over. His first 
thought was of the body of the dead actor 
and he turned his eyes in the direction of 
the board upon which it lay.

He 
Was a strange old fellow, full of queer ideas 
of his own or the ways of the world, and 
the two, the one so elegant and courtly, the 
other so rough and rugged, would chat for 
hours, exchanging their views of life. 

ohn W. Norton was a reminiscent man 
of the most devoted type. He loved to talk 
of old times, of a wonderfully hard trip he 
made with a company through California 
in the early days, and of queer episodes in 
his career. He would sit for hours at night 
with anyone who manifested an interest, 
and talk of these old things without inter- 
ruption and the “night was always young“ 
w he was telling stories. 

Not very long ago he was chatting with 
some friends and told of his last visit to 
the scene of his boyhood. 

“TI was born,” he said, just back of the 
old Bowery theater whic in that day, 
was the theater of New York. Our house 
stood immediately back of it. I don’t know 
whether I absorbed my fondness for the 
stage from contact, but I developed it very 
early and I made my first apearance in the 
old Bowery in a juvenile part when I was 
nine years old. I have seen it often sinc 
of course, but the most vivid impression o 
my early days is that house with its great 
stone pillars in front. Every detail of its 
appointment is perfectly distinct. 

“The last time I was in New York I 
found Sere down town one night, and I 
thought I would take a tramp through the 
old neighborhood.

It wasn’t German or 
French or Spanish or Italian, and I tried 
a long time to figure it out but I couldn't.

Mr. Norton’s death is a most distinct loss 
to the stage in St. Louis in that many 
aspiring, talented amateurs will no longer 
have the benefit of his guiding, ex Fienced 
hand. Some of the best known actresses in 
the younger school on the stage to-day re- 
ceived their first lessons from the dead 
manager, and he will be sadly missed in the 
future in this respect. Those who were not 
familiar with him did not know how deep 
Was the interest he took in this work. He 
said very little about it as he did of all his 
affairs, and often spoke slightingly of these 
amateurish attempts. But this was only in 
his manner. He worked hard and con- 
ecientiously with his pupils as both they 
and their work can attest.

SPARE THE PARKS. 

The citizens of St. Louis will hardly 

agree with Building Commissioner Reid 


as to the best plan of securing money for 
the completion of the huge piece of patch- 


work on Washington Square. 


The Building Commissioner’s plan is to 
sell all the real estate,. including the park 


into the City Hall Building fund. He 
proposes to sell the old City Hall lot, Carr 
Place, Benton and a part of O’Fallon 
Parks and as much other park property 
as may be necessary to complete the 
work. . 

This is an easy but foolish way of ac- 
complishing the object. To part with a 
single foot of property owned by the 
municipality at this time would be an act 
of bad judgment. The public squares and 
parks near the centef of the city are of 
great value to the people and this value 
greatly increases every year. The money 
value is the smallest consideration. The 
parks and squares are the breathing 
places of the municipality and contribute 
to the health and comfort of the people 
and the beauty of the city. It was bad 
policy to part with any of the public 
squares. It would be good policy if the 
city had none to acquire some. The in- 
vestment would pay. Forest and Lafay- 
ette and other parks distant from the 
center of the city fill important places, 
but they cannot do all the work of sup- 
plying places for rest and play. New 
York is now trying to meet the need of 
breathing places by the plan of erecting 
elevated gardens. 

The parks and squares must be spared. 
All the property owned by the city and 
not actually needed for public buildings 
should be reserved for park purposes. 

MEXICO AND GUATEMALA. 

The talk of war between Mexico and 
Guatemala seems absurd in view of the 
relative military strength of the two 
countries. 

Guatemala has a standing army of 
3,718 officers and men, and the miost ex- 
travagant claim put forward for her 
fighting ability is that she can put in the 
field 50,000 troops, which would constitute 
about 5 per cent of her total population. 

On the other hand, Mexico has an army 
of 45,000 men on a peace footing, and in 
case of war could put in the field 160,000 
men. In equipment and drill the Mexican 
army, although composed, like Guate- 
mala’s, chiefly of Indians, would be 
greatly superior to the Guatemalan army. 
Her resources are undoubtedly greatly 
above those of Guatemala in proportion 
to population. 

The Mexican Government can well 
afford to be reasonable and even concil- 
iatory to her little neighbor. Whatever 
advantage there might be in point of 
boundary lines in whipping Guatemala, 
there could certainly be no glory. As 
for Guatemala, an attempt to cope with 
Mexico, even with the aid of the other 
Central American republics, would be 
sheer madness—greater folly than we are 
willing to concede to any feather-head 
President of Spanish America. The task 
of the United States as a peacemaker 
should be, and doubtless will turn out 


to be easy in this case.

COST OF A $500,000,000 LOAN. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Senator Vest, in alluding to the policy of 
retiring $500,000,000 of the non-interest bear- 
ing treasury notes by the issue of $500,000,000 
3 per cent. 50 year bonds, showed that this 
would increase our interest obligations $15,- 


000,000 a year, and amount, in fifty years, 
to $750,000,000 besides the principal, which, 
added, would make a total of $1,250,000,000. 

In this calculation the Senator makes no 
allowance for supplying one mere? with the 
$500,000,000 in currency to e the place of 
the notes retired. According to the pro- 

me of the President this sum is to be 
supplied by an increase of national bank 
notes to that amount. Now, inasmuch as 
the national banks are not doing business 
for their health simply, they will be likely 
to charge interest for the notes they lend to 
the people. If the rate, so char should 
not exceed 6 per cent. per annum we would 
have an additional load of $30,000,000 a year, 
or in fifty years the sum of $1,500,000,000. Add 
this sum to the $1,250,000,000 suggested by the 
Senator and we have a grand total of $2,- 
750,000,000. 

So, it appears, that this luxury, recom- 
mended by the President, would constitute 
a burden nearly equal to the whole cost of 
the war for the preservation of the Union.

TO ABOLISH THEIR FEES. 


Government Wood and Coal Inspectors 
Aftécted by the Appropriation Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The legislative 


appropriation bill soon to be reported to the 
House by the Committee on Appropriations 
will contain a provision abolishing the prac- 
tice of paying fees by wood and coal deal- 
ers to persons designated by law to inspect 
urchases of supplies of such character. 
he fee now paid to such inspectors by per- 
sons selling wood and coal to the Govern- 
ment is 9 cents per cord of wood and 20 cents 
per ton of coal and the total amount re- 
ceived by such inspection du the past 
fiscal year amounted. to $8,500. The persons 
8 the duties of inspectors are of- 
ficers of the Government, so that the effect 
of the practice is to give them extra com- 
pensation, in addition to the regular salary 
allowed by the law. The inspectors will be 
required tosee that each ton of coal weighed 
by them shall consist of 2,240 pounds and 
each cord of wood measured shall be of the 
standard measurement of 128 cubic feet,

‘Public Administra- 
tor Richardson's Chief Deputy, Mr. Os- 
monde, said that he had seen the policy, 
but had seen no beneficiary mentioned 
therein. 

It would appear possible that Mrs. Land 
was murdered by some man who was de- 
manding money of her, and that she refused 
to pay; and it also seems likely that the 
stranger who brushed by Mr. Dacons in the 
hall on Wednesday night is the individual 
in question. 

THE UNKNOWN VISITOR. 

Owing to the dim light in the dingy hall- 
way, Mr. Dacons was not able to catch a 
very good glimpse of the stranger wno 
skipped so quickly past him. He says, how- 
ever, that the man was apparently over 50 
years of age, had a small mustache, and is 
of medium height. There is a man in 
the building, the outline of whose figure and 
the shape of whose h „ he gays, bear a 
surprising resemblance to the man whom 
he saw in the hall. 

The police are inclined to ridicule the rob- 
bery theory. When they found several 
cheap rings and an old battered-up watch, 
they declared that this exploded.the surmise 
that she had been murdered for her valu- 
ables.
